Mrs.  Grey  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  upon  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  of  Macclesfield 
for  the  year  1937. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  to  the 
middle  of  1937,  was  36,340,  an  increase  of  110  on  the  estimate 
for  1936. 

At  the  1931  Census  the  population  of  the  Borough  was 
34,902. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  1937  was  12.1  compared  with  12.2  in 
1936. 


The  Death  Rate  was  13.4  compared  with  12.4  in  1936. 


The  infant  Death  Rate  has  increased,  the  rate  per  1,000 
live  births  being  72.6,  compared  with  58.8  for  the  year  1936. 


The  respective  rates  for  the  143  smaller  towns,  with  which 
Macclesfield  is  comparable,  are  as  follows  : — Birth  Rate,  15.3; 
Death  Rate,  11.9;  Infant  Death  Rate,  55.0. 
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The  infant  Death  Rate  has  increased  to  72. G  per  1,000  live 
births  from  58  per  1,000  live  births  in  the  previous  year.  The 
Returns  for  the  year  compare  unfavourably  with  those  for 
1936.  An  increase  has  occurred  in  the  General  Death  Rate  and 
also  in  the  Death  Rate  of  Infants  under  1  year  of  age.  Along 
with  this  there  has  been  a  fall,  though  slight,  in  the  Birth  Rate. 

The  number  of  Infectious  Disease  Cases  notified  during 
the  year  was  182,  compared  with  120  in  1936.  Fifty-one  of 
these  were  cases  of  pneumonia,  whereas  in  1936  only  21  cases 
of  that  disease  were  notified. 

A  very  material  increase  in  the  Infant  Death  Rate,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  last  year,  has  occurred,  and  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  there  is  need  for  more  adequate  ante-natal  supervision, 
greater  efficiency  in  the  conduct  of  labour,  and  care  of  the 
children  under  1  year  of  age.  The  high  Infant  Mortality  is  very 
much  to  be  regretted,  but  to  some  extent,  however,  this  is 
attributable  to  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  women  in  the 
town  are  employed.  This  year  one  half  of  the  mothers  of  the 
infants  who  died  under  one  year  had  been  employed  until  well 
on  in  the  course  of  pregnancy. 

Local  Government  Act  (1929)  Sect.  63.  Draft  scheme  of 
the  Cheshire  County  Council  for  the  provision  of  adequate  hos¬ 
pital  accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease. 

During  the  year  considerable  progress  was  made  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  extensions  to  the  Corporation’s  Isolation 
Hospital  in  Moss  Lane,  plans  for  which  were  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  1936  and  control  of  which,  under  the 
County  Council’s  scheme  for  the  provision  of  hospital  accom¬ 
modation  for  Infectious  Diseases,  is  to  remain  in  the  hands 
of  the  Macclesfield  Corporation.  The  extensions  provide 
accommodation  for  28  additional  beds — 12  of  which  are  in  a 
single-cubicle  ward  block  and  2  in  side  wards,  operating 
theatre,  new  Nurses’  Home,  and  new  laundry.  A  variety  of 
other  diseases  will  be  admitted  to  the  hospital,  and,  as 
formerly,  cases  will  be  accepted  from  the  Urban  District  of 
Bollington  and  from  the  Macclesfield  Rural  District  as  well  as 
from  the  Borough.  Full  details  will  be  given  in  my  Report  next 
year  after  the  opening  has  taken  place.

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This  table  shows  that  the  three  diseases  causing  the 
greatest  number  of  deaths  were  Heart  disease  (154)  ;  Cancer 
(74) ;  and  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  (32). 


Tuberculosis  was  responsible  for  26  deaths  during  1937 
compared  with  17  in  1936. 


Population. — The  population  of  the  Borough  at  the  1931 
Census  was  34,905,  and  consisted  of  15,678  males  and  19,227 
females. 

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate  of  population 
for  the  area  was  36,340.  This  figure  is  supplied  for  statistical 
purposes  and  has  been  used  in  preparing  the  statistics  con¬ 
tained  in  this  report,  with  the  exception  of  those  figures  re¬ 
lating  to  the  six  Wards  in  the  Borough,  when  the  figures  used 
are  those  given  in  the  Census  Return  for  1931.

The  total  numbers  of  live  births  and  of  deaths  of  residents 
in  the  Borough  during  1937,  were  441  and  513  respectively. 
These  figures  show  an  excess  of  deaths  over  births  of  72.  For 
1936  the  excess  of  deaths  over  births  was  32. 


The  Birth  Rate  of  12.1  is  less  by  0.1  than  for  1936.  It  is 
also  lower  than  the  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
(14.9),  the  125  Great  Towns  (14.9),  the  148  Smaller  Towns 
(15.3)  and  London  (13.3). 

Factors  which  contribute  towards  a  continued  low  birth 
rate  in  Macclesfield  have  been  detailed  in  previous  reports. 

The  Death  Rate  of  13.4  shows  an  increase  of  1.0  compared 
with  the  rate  for  1936.  It  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales,  the  Great  Towns,  the  Smaller  Towns,  and  London. 

The  Infant  Death  Rate  of  72.6  per  1,000  live  births  is 
higher  than  that  for  the  country  generally  (58),  the  Smaller 
Towns  (55),  the  Great  Towns  (62),  and  London  (60). 

Compared  with  1936,  the  Infant  death  rate  is  higher  by 

13.8.

General  Remarks  on  the  Death  Rate. 

The  number  of  Deaths  in  the  Borough  for  1937  was  513. 
This  is  an  increase  of  39  compared  with  1936. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  the  Acute  Infectious  Diseases 
has  decreased  compared  with  1936.  Typhoid  fever  0,  Measles  0, 
Whooping  Cough  3,  Diphtheria  0  and  Diarrhoea  (under 
2  years)  5. 

There  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Heart 
Disease  and  other  diseases  of  the  circulation,  and  also  in  those 
from  Cancer  and  other  diseases  of  the  digestive  system. 

More  deaths  have  occurred  from  Tuberculosis  than  in 
1936.

The  above  table  shows  the  causes  of  deaths  in  Infants 
during  the  past  five  years. 

During  1937  there  were  32  deaths  of  Infants  under  one 
year  of  age.  In  1936  there  were  26  deaths  during  the  same 
age  period,  and  in  1935  there  were  28. 

Of  the  32  Infant  Deaths,  10  occurred  in  males  and  22  in 
females. 

The  Infant  death  rate  per  1,000  live  births  was  72.6,  com¬ 
pared  with  58.8  last  year. 

No  less  than  8  of  the  32  infant  deaths  occurred  in  Infants 
under  1  week  old,  and  10  in  Infants  between  1  and  4  weeks 
old.

Centre  in  Great  King  Street. 

There  has  been  a  still  further  increase  in  the  number  of 
attendances  made  by  children  from  1-5  years,  and  parents 
have  continued  to  show  keen  interest  in  the  work  of  this  Clinic 
which  aims  at  preventing  the  onset  of  disease  in  children 
under  5  years  of  age.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN 

THE  AREA. 


Hospitals  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  Local  Authority 

or  County  Council, 


Tuberculosis, 

There  is  no  hospital  provision  for  Tuberculosis  cases  in 
the  Borough  except  that  provided  by  the  Public  Assistance 
Committee  at  the  West  Park  Hospital.  Cases  are  at  times 
treated  in  the  General  Infirmary,  but  as  a  rule  cases  of  pul¬ 
monary  tuberculosis  are  not  accepted.  A  number  of  non- 
pulmonary  cases  are,  however,  treated  at  the  Infirmary.  The 
County  Council  T.B.  Dispensary  has  been  transferred  from 
Pear  Tree  House  in  Jordangate  to  the  Macclesfield  Infirmary, 
where  the  County  Council  T.B.  Officer  for  this  area,  Dr. 
Henzell,  attends  every  Monday  and  Friday. 

Maternity  Beds, 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  assists 
towards  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  suitable  cases  in  the 
Hospital  during  confinement,  and  in  certain  cases  pays  the 
whole  fee. 

No  accommodation  was  available  from  January  to  June, 
1937. 

A  new  agreement  was  entered  into  with  the  Cheshire 
County  Council  which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  July, 
1937. 


Children. 

The  General  Infirmary  has  a  Children’s  Ward. and  does  a 
large  amount  of  useful  and  necessary  remedial  work.  1  he 
Town  Council  and  the  Education  Committee  subscribe  to  the 
funds  of  this  Institution. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Corporation  Isolation  Hospital  has  38  beds  and  is 
situated  in  the  Borough  in  Moss  Lane.  Patients  are  treated 
free.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  reception  of  a. 
stated  number  of  patients  from  the  Macclesfield  Rural  District 
and  from  Bollington. 

Plans  have  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
St  the  erection  of  extensions  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  including  a 
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new  Combined  Administrative  Block  and  Nurses’  Home,  Ward 
Block  of  16  beds,  Cubicle  Block  of  12  beds,  and  new  Laundry. 
These  extensions  will  be  opened  in  June,  1938. 

The  Corporation  also  maintains  a  Small-pox  Hospital  of 
12  beds. 

General  infirmary. 

This  Institution  is  situated  near  the  West  Park.  It  has 
accommodation  for  105  patients  with  separate  male,  female 
and  children’s  wards  and  there  are  special  wards  for  private 
patients.  The  Infirmary  is  supported  largely  by  voluntary 
subscriptions,  and  poor  patients  are  treated  free.  Ordinarily, 
however,  patients  are  expected  to  pay  according  to  their 
circumstances. 

West  Park  Hospital, 

This  is  the  Institution  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee 
and  receives  the  sick  poor.  It  is  also  a  general  hospital. 

Both  the  General  Infirmary  and  the  West  Park  Hospital 
are  recognised  as  training  schools  for  nurses,  and  an  arrange¬ 
ment  exists  for  the  interchange  of  staff  between  the  two  In¬ 
stitutions  for  special  purposes. 

County  Mental  Hospital. 

This  hospital  is  situated  in  the  Borough  in  the  Broken 
Cross  direction.  Most  of  the  patients  who  receive  treatment 
come  from  various  parts  of  Cheshire  County,  and  from  the 
County  Borough  of  Stockport.  There  is  at  present,  accom¬ 
modation  for  1,290  patients,  but  further  extensions  are  about 
to  be  made  which  will  provide  300  additional  bads. 

Ambulance  Faoilitiesa 

(a)  Infectious  Cases,  The  Corporation  have  provided  a 
well-equipped  motor  ambulance  for  the  removal  of  infectious 
cases,  (b)  Non-infectious  and  accident  cases.  Two  Ambulances 
are  maintained  by  the  Corporation  for  non-infectious  and  acci¬ 
dent  cases.  Special  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  use 
of  the  ambulances  by  the  Police  in  cases  of  accident.  They  are 
also  available  for  private  cases  of  non-infectious  illness  on 
special  terms  for  residents  and  at  the  rate  of  Is.  3d.  per  mile 
for  non-residents,  public  bodies,  and  others,  the  minimum 
charge  being  2s.  6d.  The  medical  practitioners  in  the  town 
have  been  informed  of  this  facility  and  that  the  Ambulance 
can  be  engaged  by  telephone.

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Tubercle  Bacilli  were  detected  in  one  sample. 

This  information  was  immediately  transmitted  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  also  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  Rural  District  in  whose  area  the  farm 
was  situated. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  subsequently  for¬ 
warded  copies  of  the  Report  of  the  County  Veterinary 
Inspector  that  the  animal  has  been  located  and  dealt  with 
under  the  Tuberculosis  (Animals)  Order,  1925. 

Where  Bacillus  Coli  was  reported  letters  were  sent  to  the 
producers  calling  their  attention  to  the  unsatisfactory  condi¬ 
tion  and  for  the  taking  of  the  additional  care  necessary  to 
prevent  this  undesirable  contamination. 

Dairies^  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

Eleven  applications  for  registration  were  received  and 
granted  during  the  year.  Ten  of  these  were  transfer  applica¬ 
tions,  the  other  being  for  a  resident  purveyor. 

During  the  year  6  producers  and  4  purveyors  have  given 
up  producing  or  purveying  milk,  the  total  number  on  the 
Register  now  being  121. 

The  number  of  cowkeepers  in  the  Borough  is  now  45,  44 
producing  milk  for  sale  and  one  making  butter. 

There  are  94  purveyors  on  the  register,  56  of  whom  are 
resident  in  the  Borough,  24  being  producers  also.

Council  for  the  production  of  ‘ ‘Accredited  Milk.”

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This  is  only  an  increase  of  two  since  my  last  report,  which 
cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 

I  can  only  repeat  that  the  standard  required  for 
Accredited  Producers  should  be  the  minimum  compulsory 
standard  for  the  production  of  milk  for  human  consumption. 

Four  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  under  the  Milk 
Special  Designations  Order,  1923  ;  one  for  the  pasteurisation 
and  sale  of  “Accredited”  milk  produced  under  licence  from 
the  County  Council ;  one  for  the  sale  of  pasteurised  milk ;  one 
for  the  sale  of  “Certified”  milk,  and  one  for  the  sale  of 
“Accredited”  milk.  There  is  also  a  registered  purveyor, 
resident  in  the  Rural  District,  who  is  a  producer  and  purveyor 
of  “Certified”  milk  under  licence  from  the  Ministry. 

During  the  year  improvements  have  been  done  at  four 
farms  and  one  purveyor’s  premises. 

In  all  during  the  year  1ST  visits  of  inspection  have  been 
made  to  the  registered  premises.  During  the  visits  to  the 
farms  the  Movement  of  Stock  Registers  were  also  examined 
and  signed.  One  producer  purveyor  and  one  purveyor  were 
warned  for  non-compliance  with  the  Milk  Special  Designations 
Order  with  satisfactory  results. 


Tuberculosis  Animals  0rder?  1925, 

Six  notifications  under  the  above  Order  were  received  and 
dealt  with.  Five  were  reported  by  the  County  Veterinary 
Inspector,  and  were  discovered  by  him  during  his  periodical 
examinations  of  the  dairy  herds. 

All  of  the  six  aminals  were  found  to  be  affected  on  post¬ 
mortem  examination.

Sewage  Disposal. 

The  following  details  of  interest  have  kindly  been  supplied 
by  Mr.  F.  T.  Hambleton,  Manager  of  the  works. 

There  has  not  been  any  extension  to  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  during  the  year.  The  Electrical  Generating  Plant 
which  has  provided  the  necessary  electricity  for  power  on  the 
Works  has  been  superceded  by  a  more  efficient  supply  from 
the  local  Electricity  Company. 

During  the  year  1937,  the  total  amount  of  sewage  received 
at  the  works  was  889,289,000  gallons.  Of  this,  46,784,000 
gallons  were  treated  as  storm  water. 

Daily  samples  show  the  average  strength  of  the  crude 
sewage  to  be  10.66,  the  strength  of  the  final  effluent  produced 
was  1.22.  The  average  percentage  purification  effected  was 
88.55  per  cent.,  which  can  be  considered  as  good. 

With  one  exception  the  samples  of  the  final  effluent  which 
have  been  collected  by  the  River  Board’s  Inspectors  during  the 
year  have  proved  satisfactory. 

TOWN  PLANNING. 

Resolution  passed  adopting  East  Cheshire  draft  proposals 
for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  Borough  prior 
to  the  Boundary  extensions  of  1936.  The  areas  taken  over 
are  now  being  planned  by  the  East  Cheshire  Regional  Com¬ 
mittee.

As  mentioned  in  my  last  year’s  report  Macclesfield  has 
been  a  water  closet  town  for  some  years  and  now  there  are 
not  any  pail  or  privy  closets  in  populous  or  closely-built  parts 
in  the  Borough,  but  only  in  the  scattered  outskirts,  which  are 
quite  rural  in  character.  Conversion  being  required  as  the 
development  of  these  parts  take  place  and  the  sewers  are 
extended. 


House  Refuse  Removal  and  Street  Cleansing, 

The  work  of  house  refuse  removal  and  street  clansing  is 
carried  out  with  direct  labour  by  the  Corporation. 

The  vehicles  employed  are  motor  lorries  with  special 
covers. 

There  is  a  weekly  removal  of  domestic  refuse  throughout 
the  Borough. 

Privy  midden  closets  and  ashpits  are  emptied  as  required. 
As  previously  mentioned  these  are  confined  to  the  rural  out¬ 
skirts  of  the  Borough  where  the  sewers  have  not  yet  been 
extended. 

“Controlled  Tipping”  has  been  successfully  continued. 

The  cleansing  of  the  streets  is  now  also  carried  out  by  the 
Cleansing  Department. 

Throughout  the  year  the  work  has  been  done  with  a 
minimum  of  complaints. 
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The  IVlortuary. 

During  the  year  40  bodies  were  removed  to  the  Mortuary 
and  40  post-mortem  examinations  made. 

The  Health  Committee  gave  consideration  to  the  enlarge¬ 
ment  and  improvement  of  the  mortuary  during  the  year  and 
decided  that  the  required  improvement  should  be  done  during 
the  coming  year. 

Common  Lodging  Houses* 

The  five  Registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the 
Borough  have  a  registered  accommodation  for  141  nightly 
lodgers. 

During  the  year  30,605  nightly  lodgers  were  accom¬ 
modated.  A  decrease  of  651  on  the  previous  year  when  31,256 
were  accommodated.  A  decrease  was  also  noted  for  1936  of 
1,601  as  compared  with  1935.  This  appears  to  point  to  some 
permanency  in  the  decrease  of  the  class  of  persons  using  this 
kind  of  accommodation. 

The  Sale  of  ioe  Cream* 

Twenty-nine  shops  where  ice  cream  is  sold  were  visited 
and  inspected,  with  one  exception,  where  the  storeroom  was 
required  to  be  limewashed  and  cleansed,  they  were  found  in 
a  satisfactory  condition. 

Eighteen  manufactured  and  retailed  the  commodity  and 
eleven  retailed  it. 

Bakehouses. 

There  were  two  additions  and  three  deletions  to  the 
Register  during  the  year,  the  total  on  the  Register  now  being 
54  bakers  and  confectioners  and  16  oatcake  bakers,  a  total 
of  70  in  all. 

Repairs  and  improvements  have  been  effected  to  one 
bakehouse  and  one  oatcake  bakehouse  has  had  a  new  concrete 
floor  laid  and  the  ventilation  improved. 

With  one  of  the  deletions  the  bakehouse,  which  was  in  an 
old  and  worn  condition,  has  been  demolished. 

There  are  not  any  underground  bakehouses  in  use  in  the 
Borough. 

During  the  visits  of  inspection  the  bakehouses  have  been 
found  to  be  maintained  in  a  clean  and  satisfactory  condition. 

In  all  during  the  year  176  visits  of  inspection  to  the  bake¬ 
houses  have  been  made. 

The  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924. 

The  above  regulations  on  the  whole  are  well  observed. 
Where  reminders  have  been  considered  necessary  during  the 
inspection  of  shops,  stalls,  vehicles  and  places  where  food  is 
prepared,  willing  and  ready  compliance  has  been  obtained. 
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Slaughterhouses* 

There  has  not  been  any  alteration  in  the  number  of 
slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

Eleven  of  the  nineteen  slaughterhouses  are  ‘  ‘Registered” 
and  the  remaining  eight  are  “Licenced,”  with  five  the  Licence 
is  renewed  annually. 

Frequent  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  to  ensure 
the  slaughterhouses  being  properly  kept  and  maintained, 
Prompt  attention  being  given  to  any  reminder  which  has  been 
necessary.

Offensive  Tracies. 

There  are  two  offensive  trade  premises  in  the  Borough, 
one  fat  melter  and  one  tripe  boiler. 

The  fat  melting  premises  have  given'  rise  to  complaints 
from  the  smell  when  melting  fat  and  the  proprietors  are  en¬ 
deavouring  to  procure  premises  in  a  less  populous  part  of  the 
Borough,  the  existing  works  being  situated  in  the  centre  of 
the  town  where  they  were  established  many  years  ago. 

Both  premises  have  been  periodically  visited  and  inspected 
during  the  year.

Each  of  the  premises  in  question  was  visited  on  receipt  of 
the  complaint  and  the  appropriate  action  taken.  With  respect 
to  the  want  of  intervening  ventilated  space  between  conven¬ 
iences  and  workrooms,  one  is  in  hand  and  part  completed  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  the  other  has  been  completed  and  washing 
facilities  provided.  The  required  sanitary  convenience  has 
been  provided,  the  required  repairs  completed  and  washing 
facilities  provided  in  No.  2.  The  common  staircase  was  pro¬ 
perly  cleansed  by  painting  the  lower  portion  and  limewashing 
the  upper  part,  and  the  dirty  sanitary  convenience  of  the  work¬ 
shop  was  properly  limewashed  and  cleaned  and  instructions 
given  for  regular  cleansing  in  future.  Additional  sanitary 
accommodation  was  provided  with  the  extension  of  two  other 
factories.  Four  workshops  were  also  required  to  be  lime- 
washed. 

Each  of  the  premises  were  re-visited  on  the  completion  of 
the  requirement. 

Seven  notices  of  occupation  of  workshops  were  also 
received  from  H.M.  Factory  Inspector. 

Four  lists  containing  the  names  and  addresses  of  14  Out¬ 
workers  were  also  received.

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SENIOR  SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  ANNUAL  REPORT.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mrs.  Councillor  Grey  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  193T,  briefly  reviewing  the  work  done  and  the 
alterations  and  improvements  effected. 

In  all  during  the  year  5,932  special  and  routine  visits  of 
inspection  have  been  made  and  453  nuisances  satisfactorily 
abated.  To  effect  this  53  statutory  notices  were  served  and 
1,257  preliminary  notices  and  letters  sent.  It  is  satisfactory 
to  report  that  legal  proceedings  to  enforce  compliance  were 
not  found  necessary. 

The  work  connected  with  Housing  has  again  been  given 
precedence.  The  necessary  detail  connected  with  this  work 
takes  considerable  time.  There  has  also  been  a  large  number 
of  interviews  with  builders,  owners  and  their  representatives. 
Going  into  the  details  on  the  site  and  coming  to  an  agreement 
as  to  the  work  to  be  done  has  proved  well  worth  while.  Time, 
tact  and  patience  have  secured  a  better  understanding  of  the 
requirements  and  a  more  satisfactory  completion  than  would 
otherwise  have  been  obtained.  This  has  been  particularly  so 
where  the  properties  have  been  suitable  for  the  acceptance  of 
an  Undertaking  by  the  Health  Committee,  facilitating  the 
work  of  the  Committee  when  the  owners  were  interviewed. 

Repairs  have  been  effected  to  a  number  of  houses.  The 
water  supply  to  109  houses  has  been  improved  by  the  provision 
of  new  and  larger  service  supply  pipes  from  the  main.  Six  privy 
closets  and  one  pail  closet  have  been  converted  to  clean  water 
closets.  These,  as  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  were  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  extension  of  the  sewer  in  Moss  Lane.  Eight 
waste  water  closets  have  been  replaced  with  clean  water 
closets.  134  house  drains  have  been  cleared,  relaid  or  im¬ 
proved,  and  the  yards  of  16  houses  have  been  repaved.  Eleven 
additional  water  closets  have  been  provided  in  connection  with 
factories  and  workshops.  Seventy-nine  have  been  provided  in 
connection  with  additions  or  improvements  to  existing  pro¬ 
perty,  and  328  have  been  built  in  connection  with  new  property. 
290  regulation  galvanized  iron  refuse  bins  have  been  renewed 
under  notice.  42  observations  for  the  detection  of  smoke 
nuisances  have  been  made  and  10  letters  sent  where  cause  for 
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complaint  was  found  with  subsequent  improvement.  In  con¬ 
nection  with  the  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  131  visits  of 
investigation  and  inspection  have  been  made  of  84  houses.  235 
supplies  of  disinfectant  were  given  in  infectious  cases.  Lime- 
wash  for  856  rooms  supplied  and  495  brushes  loaned  for  apply¬ 
ing  same.  In  all  105  cases  were  removed  to  hospital,  including 
58  from  outside  districts.  84  houses  were  disinfected  includ¬ 
ing  37  after  the  death  or  removal  of  patients  in  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis.  20  inspections  were  made  of  Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 
The  Closing  Orders,  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  made  by  the 
Health  Committee  in  connection  with  25  of  these  unsatis¬ 
factory  tenement  apartments,  will  become  operative  during 
the  ensuing  year  as  the  new  accommodation  for  the  occupants 
is  completed.  Some  of  the  families  having  been  removed  at 
the  date  of  this  report. 

The  usual  routine  inspections  have  been  made  of  the 
slaughterhouses,  bakehouses,  dairies,  cowsheds  and  milk- 
shops,  offensive  trade  premises,  workshops  and  common  lodg¬ 
ing  houses,  details  being  given  under  their  respective  head¬ 
ings. 

Under  the  Canal  Boats  Acts  fifteen  inspections  were  made  of 
ten  boats.  One  not  being  in  conformity  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Acts  and  Regulations.  The  usual  complaint  note  was 
sent  and  the  complaint  remedied.  The  registered  accommoda¬ 
tion  was  for  42  adults  and  six  children.  There  were  in  occupa¬ 
tion  30  adults  and  4  children.  Allowing  for  the  boats  met  with 
on  more  than  one  occasion  the  actual  number  occupying 
the  ten  boats  was  14  men,  6  women,  2  boys,  ages  4  and  11 
years,  and  2  girls,  ages  4  and  9  years.  The  six  women  assisted 
with  the  working  of  the  boats  and  were  the  wives  of  the 
masters  of  the  boats  occupied  by  them.  The  four  children 
were  on  two  boats  with  their  parents.  With  one  exception  the 
masters  had  a  home  apart  from  their  boat.  No  cases  of  infec¬ 
tious  disease  were  met  with. 

As  detailed  in  my  last  report  no  boats  were  met  with  on 
a  number  of  occasions  when  the  canal  has  been  visited  either 
specially  for  that  purpose  or  in  connection  with  other  work 
near  to. 

Forty-two  visits  were  made  to  different  shops  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  administration  of  the  Shops  Acts.  Additional 
clean  water  closet  accommodation  was  provided  for  two  to 
meet  the  deficiency  previously  reported.  The  required  notices 
were  properly  displayed. 
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In  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  Contagious 
Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  inquiries  have  been  made  at  different 
times  during  the  year  for  the  tracing  of  m-contact  sheep  and 
lambs  with  the  outbreaks  of  Sheep  Scab. 

In  March,  Mr.  Rennie,  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the 
Ministry,  called  and  was  supplied  with  the  desired  informa¬ 
tion  connected  with  an  outbreak  at  a  farm  in  Gawsworth.  A 
visit  was  also  received  from  Major  Barr,  the  Veterinary  Officer 
of  the  Ministry  in  charge  of  this  area,  and  on  his  instructions 
Form  E  for  the  double  dipping  of  20  in-contact  sheep  was 
served  on  a  farmer  in  the  Borough,  and  the  double  dipping  of 
the  sheep  carried  out  as  required. 

Under  the  Regulations  for  the  Movement  of  Swine,  48 
licences  were  issued  for  the  movement  of  263  pigs  and  35 
duplicate  licences  were  forwarded  to  other  districts  to  where 
swine  were  being  moved.  99  licences  were  received  for  the 
movement  of  466  swine  into  the  Borough  from  other  districts. 
110  licences  were  received  for  the  movement  into  the  Borough 
of  151  imported  or  Irish  cattle  and  51  sheep  and  lambs. 

The  Transit  of  Animals  (Amendment)  Order,  1931,  which 
requires  the  cleansing  and  disinfection  of  dealers’  and  hired 
vehicles  used  for  the  conveyance  of  animals  by  road,  has  been 
in  force  throughout  the  year. 

Six  animals  were  reported  and  dealt  with  under  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  of  Animals  Order,  1925. 

The  local  cattle  auction  has  continued  to  be  scheduled 
throughout  the  year  for  the  Grading  of  Cattle. 

The  weekly  auctions  and  the  periodical  Cattle  Fairs  have 
been  regularly  attended  by  your  Veterinary  Inspector  and,  as 
often  as  possible  by  your  Inspector. 

Observations  have  been  made  to  see  that  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Merchandise  Marks  Acts  Marking  of  Imported 
Foodstuffs  Orders,  are  observed. 

In  accordance  with  the  instruction  of  the  Ministry,  I 
attach  a  classified  statement  showing  the  number  and  nature 
of  the  inspections  made  during  the  year,  the  number  of  statu¬ 
tory  and  informal  notices  served,  with  the  results  of  the  service 
of  such  notices.
